We  wish  to  thank  the  Staff  of  the  Toledo  Museum  of  Art  for  their  invaluable 
assistance  both  in  hanging  the  exhibition  and  in  caring  for  the  permanent  collec- 
tion of  the  Federation.  This  collection  grows  each  year  through  the  generosity 
of  our  contributors  to  whom  we  also  extend  our  appreciation.
